LAS  VEGAS,  Nev.  (AP)  —  A 
busboy  at  the  Las  Vegas  Hilton 
Hotel  was  arrested  and  booked  on 
eight  counts  of  homicide  Wednes¬ 
day  night  in  connection  with  the  ar¬ 
son  fire  that  burst  out  an  eighth 
floor  window  and  roared  up  the  side 
of  the  30-story  hotel. 

Eight  people  died  in  the  fire  and 
198  were  injured. 

Homicide  detectives  said  they 
had  arrested  and  booked  Phillip 
Bruce  Cline,  23,  who  they  said  was 
the  first  person  to  report  the  blaze  to 
the  fire  department. 

“We  determined  that  probable 
cause  exists  to  charge  him  with 
first-degree  arson  and  eight  counts 
of  murder,”  said  Deputy  Chief  Erik 
Cooper. 

Cooper  said  Cline  was  questioned 
for  two  hours,  that  he  was  taken  to 
the  Metropolitan  Police  station 
Wednesday  afternoon  and  that  he 
was  in  the  hotel  at  the  time  the  fire 
started. 

Some  4,000  people  were  rescued 
or  evacuated  from  the  building,  in¬ 
cluded  110  plucked  from  the  roof  by 
helicopter. 

Hilton  Hotels  Corp.  vice  presi¬ 
dent  Henri  Lewin  had  offered  a 
$100,000  reward  for  information 
leading  to  the  apprehension  of  the 
arsonists. 

“This  is  a  homicide  investigation. 


This  is  a  criminal  investigation,” 
Gov.  Bob  List  said  as  hundreds  of 
fire  refugees  listened  outside  the 
Convention  Center  meeting  room 
where  a  news  conference  was  held. 

“This  state  has  a  tough  law,”  List 
said.  “The  penalty  for  arson  that 
kills  someone  is  capital  punish¬ 
ment.”  The  survivors  from  the  fire 
erupted  in  applause. 

Las  Vegas  Fire  Chief  Roy  Parrish 
said  the  blaze  in  the  east  wing  was 
“definitely  arson.” 

“It  had  four  points  of  origin,”  he 
said.  “The  fire  spread  from  the 
eighth  to  the  29th  floors  by  leaping 
outside.  It  took  just  10  to  15 
minutes”  to  reach  the  uppermost 
floors.  “As  the  fire  progressed  up,  it 
broke  windows  and  lapped  in.” 

Unlike  the  killer  MGM  Grand 
Hotel  fire  which  claimed  84  lives 
Nov.  21,  “building  codes  were  not  a 
factor  in  either  point  of  origin  or 
spread  of  fire,”  Las  Vegas  Fire  Chief 
Roy  Parrish  told  reporters. 

Parrish  said  fire  hoses  on  the 
ninth  floor  were  severed,  stuffed 
with  flammable  material  and  set 
afire. 

Parrish  said  fires  were  started  “on 
the  eighth  floor  in  the  elevator  lobby 
area.  Another  was  on  the  second 
floor  in  the  uniform  linen  area  and 
the  other  was  in  the  third  floor  in  a 
service  elevator.”  The  fourth  fire

A  less  attractive,  alternative  plan 
is  to  build  a  horseshoe  of  seats 
around  the  north  end  of  the 
stadium.

“The  stadium  is  built  on  funds 
from  the  public.  The  double-deck 
expansion  provides  good  seating  on 
the  50-yard  line.  To  sell  public 
seating  in  the  loge  and  box  seats  is 
much  easier,”  he  said. 

“The  bids  will  now  go  to  our 
engineering  people  to  see  if  they 
match  their  new  estimates,” 
Richards  said.  “From  there  it  would 
go  to  the  President’s  Council  for  a 
recommendation,  then  to  the  Board 
of.  Trustees  or  church  appropria¬ 
tions  committee. 

Unsure  Future 

Richards  confirmed  there  is  still  a 
real  possibility  the  whole  plan  may 
be  shelved. 

“That’s  been  a  possibility  from 
the  beginning,”  he  said. 

Long  range  plans  call  for  turning 
the  current  30,000-seat  stadium  into 
a  horseshoe-shaped  configuration 
with  a  second  tier  all  the  way 
around,  increasing  seating  capacity 
to  more  than  60,000. 

Bids  were  accepted  for  four  varia¬ 
tions  of  the  double-deck  expansion. 
Representatives  from  10  Salt  Lake 
area  construction  companies 
squeezed  into  the  Cannon  Center 
Red  Room  at  Helaman  Halls  to  hear 
the  formal  bid  reading. 

Low  bid  for  a  west-side-only  ex¬ 
pansion  was  $10,287,000  from  J. 
Ron  Stacy  Construction  and 
Engineering,  of  Salt  Lake  City.  The 
east-side-only  low  bid  was  from 
Layton  Construction  at  $7,270,000. 
A  plan  to  build  the  west  side  first, 
then  the  east  side  a  year  later  was 
bid  at  $8,118,400  by  Stacy,  for  the 
first  stage  only. 

Richards  said  the  bid  estimates 
represent  the  general  contractors’ 
estimated  fees,  but  the  actual  price 
will  depend  on  whether  BYU  ap¬ 
proves  construction  companies’ 
choices  of  subcontractors. 

Also,  he  said,  the  bids  do  not 
represent  the  total  price  of  the  ex¬ 
pansion,  since  BYU  will  have  to  pay 
for  other  expenses  such  as  ground 
tests,  architectural  and  landscaping 
fees  and  office  furnishings.

Deadly  winds  pushing  heavy 
thunderstorms  roared  out  of  the 
Great  Lakes  on  Wednesday  after 
dumping  more  snow  on  the 
Midwest.  Winter’s  meanest  storni 
caused  flooding  and  power  outages 
from  Florida  to  New  England,  but 
also  brought  welcome  rain.  The 
death  toll  rose  to  27. 

Fog  snarled  air  traffic  in  New 
York  City,  and  snowdrifts  of  up  to  5 
feet  forced  police  to  close  highways 
in  Michigan’s  Upper  Peninsula, 
where  14  inches  of  new  snow  fell 
overnight  and  some  communities 
declared  snow  emergencies. 

In  the  Carolinas,  windstorms 
killed  three  people,  damaged  homes 
and  businesses  and  brought  down 
power  lines.  Power  outages  also  were 
reported  in  Georgia,  Maryland,  New 
York  and  Pennsylvania. 

Records  for  low  temperatures 
were  set  or  matched  in  at  least  a 
dozen  cities,  including  North 
Platte,  Neb.,  where  a  minus  22 
reading  tied  the  mark  established  in 
1899.  Three  men  froze  to  death  in 
Colorada,  Idaho  and  Iowa. 

Bitter  cold  froze  natural  gas 
wellheads  and  power  plant  feeder 
lines  in  Texas,  forcing  utilities 


Speed  limit  change 
considered  by  Utah

Picture  yourself  driving  down  the 
freeway  this  summer.  Pretend  the 
speed  limit  is  65  mph,  the 
windshield  is  without  a  safety 
sticker  in  the  lower  left  hand  corner 
and  the  policeman  you  just  passed 
didn’t  have  a  radar  gun  in  his  hand. 

Better  yet,  suppose  you  did  get  a 
speeding  ticket.  Tiy  to  imagine  your 
relief  when  you  discover  no  points 
are  tacked  on  your  record  and  your 
insurance  premiums  don’t  go  up. 

Sound  too  good  to  be  true? 

Well,  it  soon  may  be  that  way. 
For  every  condition  described  above 
there  is  a  bill  before  the  Utah 
Legislature  that  would  make  the 
condition  a  law. 

And  if  the  legislature’s  action 
thus  far  is  any  omen  for  the  future, 
1981  may  be  the  year  of  the  driver  in 
Utah. 

The  Utah  House  has  already 
passed  and  sent  to  the  Senate  a  bill 
repealing  annual  auto  inspections 
and  it  killed  another  bill  which 
would  have  outlawed  using  radar 
detectors  in  cars  and  trucks. 

Raise  speed  limit 

Rep.  McClain  Haddow  is  sponsor¬ 
ing  the  bill  to  raise  the  speed  limit. 
He  says  it’s  time  to  get  back  to  a 
more  reasonable  speed  limit. 

“Because  of  increased  fuel  ef¬ 
ficiency  we  don’t  have  the  same 
kind  of  crunch  we  had  in  1974  when 
the  impetus  was  there  for  slower 
speeds,  Haddow  said. 

Haddow  also  said  the  connection 
between  the  55  mph  limit  and  fewer 
traffic  deaths  is  unfounded. 

“None  of  the  studies,  even  those 
by  National  Highway  Traffic  Safety 


started  in  a  ninth-floor  firehose. 

The  hotel  sustained  $10  million  in 
damage  from  the  fire.  Barron 
Hilton,  chairman  of  the  board  and 
president  of  Hilton  Hotels,  said  900 
rooms  were  damaged,  mostly  from 
smoke. 

“We  expect  that  the  Las  Vegas 
Hilton  will  be  operational  in  one 
week  with  the  estimated  1,900, 
rooms  unaffected  by  the  fire 
available  to  our  guests,”  Hilton  said 
in  a  prepared  statement. 


Police  and  hotel  security  searched 
all  2,783  rooms  in  the  nation’s 
largest  hotel  for  five  hours  Wednes¬ 
day  morning,  looking  under  beds 
and  in  closets  and  checking  some 
rooms  four  times.  No  additional 
bodies  were  found,  authorities  said. 

Seven  victims  died  of  smoke  in¬ 
halation  Tuesday  night,  and  the 
eighth  fell  or  leaped  to  his  death, 
landing  on  an  outside  deck,  ac¬ 
cording  to  Clark  County  Coroner 
Otto  Ravenholt.

Two  men  burned  to  death  in  a 
Fort  Worth  apartment  from  using 
the  kitchen  range  for  heat,  ac¬ 
cording  to  officials.  Temperatures 
along  the  western  Gulf  Coast  were 
in  the  teens  Wednesday  after  hitting 
highs  in  the  70s  and  80s  on  Tuesday. 

Meanwhile,  the  deaths  of  seven 
people  in  Illinois,  Ohio  and  Wiscon¬ 
sin  were  blamed  on  shoveling  snow! 

Slick  highways  forced  authorities 
to  cancel  school  for  youngsters  from 
the  plains  of  Oklahoma  to  the 
Berkshire  Hills  of  Massachusetts. 

According  to  Ken  Olivenbaum,  a 
meteorologist  at  the  National 
Weather  Corp.,  in  Teterboro,  N.J., 
the  weather  smorgasbord  was  the 
result  of  two  storm  systems  over  the 
upper  Great  Lakes  and  the  mid-

Two  young  Aiken,  S.C-,  brothers 
were  killed  Wednesday  morning 
when  the  wind  scooped  up  their 
trailer  home  and  tossed  it  into  the 
air.  The  house  burst  into  flames 
upon  crashing  to  the  ground. 

Hurricane-force  winds  of  up  to  82 
mph  were  recorded  in  the  Adiron- 
dacks  of  New  York  state. 


Administration,  can  draw  a  link 
between  the  reduced  speed  limit 
and  fewer  traffic  deaths,”  Haddow 
said. 

Decreased  travel 

He  pointed  to  decreased  travel 
and  increased  safety  regulations  on 
automobiles  as  the  major  factors 
responsible  for  decreased  traffic 
deaths. 

He  also  pointed  to  the  economy’s 
dependence  on  trucking  and  said 
raising  the  speed  limit  would  help 
increase  productivity  and  reduce  in¬ 
flation  caused  by  transportation 
costs. 

“Virtually  80  percent  of  our  com¬ 
modities  are  transported  by  truck 
and  by  raising  the  speed  limit  we 
can  more  effectively  use  the 
truckers’  travel  time. 

“But  I  guess  the  bottom  line  is 
that  people  have  voted  with  their 
feet  by  pushing  the  gas  pedal,” 
Haddow  said.  “The  majority  of  peo¬ 
ple  in  this  country  travel  faster  than 
55  mph,  closer  to  65  mph  and  some 
in  excess  of  that.  I  think  there  is  a 
clear  mandate  that  we  need  to  go 
back  to  a  more  reasonable  speed 
limit.” 

Haddow  admitted  the  state  is 
risking  $9  million  in  Federal 
highway  funds  by  raising  the  speed 
limit,  but  he  is  confident  the 
Reagan  administration  will  keep  its 
campaign  promise  of  not  holding 
the  states  hostage  if  they  elect  to 
raise  speed  limits.

Kay  Cornaby,  R-Salt  Lake, 
is  behind  the  bill  outlawing  the  use 
of  radar  by  peace  officers.

Local  shops  dislike 
slow  Sunday  traffic 


While  Sunday  may  be  a 
profitable  day  of  business  in  most 
U.S.  cities,  Sunday  business  is 
slow  in  the  Provo  area. 

Utah  had  a  mandatory  Sunday 
closing  law  in  the  late  1960s,  but  it 
proved  unworkable,  and  was 
finally  rescinded  because  of  con¬ 
stitutional  problems.  Businesses 
now  have  the  choice  whether  to 
open  on  Sunday,  but  according  to 
managers  of  several  businesses 
now  open  Sundays,  they  would 
rather  be  closed. 

Store  managers 

Most  of  the  store  managers  who 
were  willing  to  discuss  Sunday 
business  were  unwilling  to  either 
give  their  names  or  allow  the 
names  of  their  businesses  to  be 
used.  Some  managers  refused  to 
discuss  the  subject  altogether. 

Most  said  they  were  in  fear  of 
getting  in  trouble  with  the  owners 
or  with  their  supervisors  from 
headquarters,  since  many  of  them 
are  open  only  because  the  owners 
or  headquarters  said  they  had  to 
be. 

Some  managers  whose  stores 
close  Sunday  said  they  felt  their 
business  would  be  hurt  by  being 
open  Sunday.  They  said  they 
feared  possible  weekday  boycotts 
against  those  open  Sundays. 

A  few  that  are  closed  on  Sunday 
said  they  had  opened  in  the  past, 
but  the  public  did  not  support 
them,  so  they  closed  again. 

Most  of  the  businesses  in  Provo 
and  Orem  open  Sunday  are  either 
fast  food  restaurants  or  grocery 
stores.  Grocery  stores,  which  have 
a  slim  profit  margin  anyway, 
almost  have  to  be  open  seven  days 
a  week  to  stay  in  the  black, 
managers  said. 

One  supermarket  manager  said, 


“It’s  not  a  busy  day  at  all,  but  it’s 
a  day  we  depend  on  for  business.” 

Other  businesses,  especially 
those  which  need  volume  sales  to 
show  a  profit,  operate  under  dif¬ 
ferent  conditions. 

“We’re  just  not  making  it,”  one 
manager  of  a  new  restaurant  said. 
He  said  headquarters  requires 
him  to  keep  the  restaurant  open, 
but  he  has  to  reduce  his  Sunday 
staff  to  almost  half  to  break  even. 

A  manager  of  a  convenience 
store  said  his  store  was  busy,  but 
not  as  busy  as  the  rest  of  the  week. 

Sunday  schedules 

Few  managers  said  they  had 
trouble  finding  employees  to  work 
Sunday.  Most  attributed  this  to 
schedule  rotation. 

“A  few  put  up  a  fight,”  one 
manager  said. 

Most  managers  said  they  told' 
prospective  employees  Sunday 
work  would  be  necessary,  but 
most  only  ask  their  employees  to 
work  one  Sunday  a  month.  “We 
try  to  work  around  church 
schedules,”  one  manager  said. 

Another  supermarket  manager 
said  several  of  his  employees  wan¬ 
ted  to  work  Sunday  because  they 
were  paid  time  and  a  half  for  do¬ 
ing  so. 

Theater  operators  said  they  do 
some  of  their  best  business  on 
Sunday  because  of  matinee  show¬ 
ings. 

Religious  reasons  were  cited 
most  often  for  Sunday  closings. 
But  a  few  managers  said  if  their 
major  competitors  opened,  so 
would  they. 

Some  University  Mall  tenants 
indicate  they  may  be  opening 
Sunday  if  Mervyn’s  Department 
Store  (now  in  the  process  of  con¬ 
struction)  stays  open  Sunday,  as 
expected. 
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Poles  OK  new  prime  minister 

WARSAW,  Poland  —  Army  general  Wo- 
jciech  Jaruzelski  was  formally  approved  Wed¬ 
nesday  as  prime  minister  by  the  Polish  Parlia¬ 
ment  to  provide  what  party  chief  Stanislaw 
Kania  called  the  best  leadership  at  a  time 
“when  the  black  clouds  of  danger  are  over 
Poland.” 

Jaruzelski,  who  retains  his  post  as  minister 
of  defense,  immediately  issued  a  communique 
to  Poland’s  armed  forces  noting  his  dual  roles 
and  pledging  that  Poland’s  armed  forces,  “in 
brotherhood  of  arms  with  the  Warsaw  pact 
allies,”  would  always  guarantee  a  Socialist 
Poland. 

U.S.  criticizes  Israeli  policy 

WASHINGTON  —  The  Reagan  administra¬ 
tion  on  Wednesday  issued  its  strongest 
criticism  so  far  of  Israel’s  settlements  policy, 
saying  any  expansion  of  Jewish  settlements  on 
the  West  Bank  of  the  Jordan  River  endangers 
the  peace  process  and  “can  only  harm 
prospects  for  negotiations.” 

William  Dyess,  the  chief  State  Department 
spokesman,  said  the  administration  is  “deeply 


concerned”  by  reports  that  Israel  is  closing  off 
large  tracts  of  land  on  the  West  Bank  for  new 
settlements. 


Evidence  links  child  murders 

ATLANTA  —  The  State  Crime  Lab  says 
fibers  found  near  the  bodies  of  at  least  two  of 
the  15  black  children  slain  in  Altanta  since 
July  1979  are  identical,  offering  the  first  public 
acknowledgement  that  some  of  the  killings  are 
linked  by  hard  evidence. 

Dr.  Larry  Howard,  head  of  the  crime  lab,  an¬ 
nounced  the  fiber  finding  on  Tuesday  and  said 
the  fibers  had  been  found  on  or  near  the  bodies 
of  two  victims,  whom  he  declined  to  identify.

He  cites  cost,  the  example  of 
California  and  a  deteriorating 
relationship  between  policemen  and 
citizens  as  the  major  reasons  for  the 
bill. 

He  said  he  would  like  to  see  a  stop 
to  the  “cat  and  mouse  game”  and 
get  the  troopers  back  on  the  road. 

“The  thrust  of  my  bill  would  be  to 
follow  the  California  experience,” 
Comaby  said.  “Get  those  troopers 
back  on  the  road  where  they  are 
visible,  where  they  can  become  a 
friend  of  the  motorist,  not  the 
enemy.” 


Comaby  said  he  was  impressed

with  California,  which  has  not  had 
radar  in  four  years. 

He  said  the  policemen  there  are 
out  on  the  road  where  they  can 
detect  drunk  and  unsafe  drivers  and 
disabled  vehicles  which  policemen 
on  the  side  of  the  road  never  see. 

“The  Utah  Highway  Patrol  used 
to  have  a  good  reputation  for  help¬ 
ing  drivers  with  disabled  vehicles,” 
Conraby  said.  “If  you  had  a  dis¬ 
abled  vehicle,  you  had  to  wait  a 
maximum  of  30  minutes  for  help. 
Today  you  could  wait  all  day.” 


Trusting  students  theft  targets; 
Y  security  program  urges  care 


Theft  is  the  number 


Chief  Robert  Kelshaw 
of  BYU  Security  during 
a  ward  safety  represen¬ 
tative  meeting. 

The  ward  safety- 
representative  program 
was  started  to  make 
students  aware  crime 
does  exist  at  BYU  and 
to  suggest  ways  it  can 
be  prevented. 

In  the  1979-80  school 
year,  132  felonies  were 
reported  to  BYU 
Security.  This  figure  in¬ 
cludes  71  thefts  of  arti¬ 
cles  worth  more  than 
$250.  There  were  also 
553  petty  larcenies  of 
articles  worth  less  than 
$250,  said  Kelshaw. 

“The  majority  of 
crimes,  thefts  or 
otherwise,  can  be 
prevented  with  a  little 
forethought,”  he  said. 


“Since  September 
1980,  we  have  had  282 
thefts  reported,”  said 
Sgt.  Tana  Johnson, 
supervisor  of  the  Ward 
Representative 
Program.  “Two  hun¬ 
dred  sixty-one  of  these 
could  have  been  easily 
prevented.  That  means 
93  percent  of  all  the 
thefts  reported  to  BYU 
Security  should  not 
even  have  happened. 
We  need  to  get  this 
through  to  students.” 

“The  majority  of  on- 
campus  thefts  are  from 
lockers,  dorms  and  bike 
racks,”  said  Sgt. 


Johnson.  “People  leave 
their  lockers  unlocked, 
their  belongings  unat¬ 
tended  and  are  sur¬ 
prised  when  someone 
else  takes  them.” 

As  a  deterrent,  BYU 
Security  recommends 
that  students  secure 
and  mark  their 
valuables.  “This  helps 
us  a  lot  when  we  recover 
property,”  Kelshaw 
said.  “We  often  have 

C’  lems  getting  things 
to  their  rightful 
owners.  We  used  to  be 
in  charge  of  lost  and 
found  and  it  was  like  a 
second-hand  shop.”

“That’s  what  has  not  been  jiving 
and  what  has  been  frustrating.

We  want  them  to  enjoy  and  have 
fun  in  expressing  and  making  music 
on  the  piano,”  Nibley  said. 

Anderson  and  Nibley  said  that 
they  have  had  excellent  results  with 
their  method.  ‘T  have  had  parents 
who  have  never  played  the  piano 
before  and  have  gone  home  and 
taught  their  kids.  I  had  one  father 
whose  next  door  neighbor  was  a 
piano  teacher  and  she  couldn’t 
believe  how  he  was  teaching  his  kids 
and  they  were  progressing  faster 
than  her  kids,”  Anderson  said. 

Last  summer  Anderson  and 
Nibley  published  their  first  method 
book,  “Making  Music  for  Fun:  A 
Beginning  Rote  Book  for  Piano.” 

“It  hasn’t  gone  national  yet,”  said 
Nibley.  “We’re  still  testing  and 
developing  it.  We  hope  to  even¬ 
tually,  get  it  on  a  national  basis.”

Crime  rate  in  Utah  high; 
leads  several  large  states

Despite  its  relatively  small  pop¬ 
ulation,  the  crime  rate  in  Utah  ex¬ 
ceeds  that  of  many  larger  states  in 
nearly  every  category,  according  to 
a  report  issued  by  the  Utah  Founda¬ 
tion. 

However,  Swen  Nielsen,  Provo 
chief  of  police,  said  that  in  contrast 
to  the  rest  of  the  state,  the  crime 
rate  is  diminishing  in  Provo. 

The  report,  based  on  figures  ac¬ 
quired  from  the  U.S.  Department  of 
Justice  and  the  Census  Bureau,  said 
Utah  had  a  higher  rate  of  major 
crime  in  1978  than  30  other  states, 
although  only  14  states  had  a 
smaller  population. 

More  money 

Utah  also  spent  more  money  for 
crime  prevention  and  justice  than  a 
majority  of  states,  and  the  report 
said  there  may  be  a  correlation  bet¬ 
ween  those  two  statistics. 

States  that  spend  more  money  for 
crime  prevention  are  usually  those 
with  higher  crime  rates,  the  report 
said. 

“This  does  not  mean  that  expen¬ 
ditures  for  crime  prevention  does 
not  deter  crime,”  James  Talmage,  a 
Utah  Foundation  offical,  said.  “It 
means  that  people  are  reluctant  to 
spend  money  until  they’re  forced 
to.” 


Nielsen  credited  the  reduced 
crime  rate  in  Provo  to  community 
involvement  and  an  increase  in 
arrests  in  1980. 

He  said  the  criminals  in  Provo  are 
a  distinct  minority,  and  once  these 
people  are  arrested,  the  crime  rate 
drops  considerably. 

“They’re  starting  to  learn  that  if 
you  screw  up  in  Provo,  you’ll  get 
caught,”  he  said. 

Nielsen  said  violent  crime  last 
year  affected  only  130.5  people  of 
every  100,000  in  Provo.  That  rate 
was  nearly  three  times  lower  than  in 
Salt  Lake  City.  He  also  said 
residential  burglaries  were  down  27 
percent  in  1980,  and  overall  rob¬ 
beries  were  down  19  percent. 

Violent  crimes 

The  report  said  violent  crimes  in 
the  state  affected  272  people  of 
every  100,000  in  1978,  45  percent 
below  the  nation’s  average. 

Crimes  against  property  were  the 
most  common  in  Utah.  There  were 
4,707  property  crimes  per  100,000 
people  in  Utah  in  1978,  two  percent 
above  the  national  average. 

Talmage  said  he  felt  it  was  com¬ 
forting,  despite  these  figures,  to 
know  that  violent  crime  in  Utah  was 
wpy  below  the  national  average  and 
equal  to  its  rank  in  population.

Monday  morning  and  approx¬ 
imately  $80  in  coins  and  a  $200 
watch  were  taken,  police  officials 
reported.

Tickets,  convention 
reflect  favoritism 


Well,  the  ASBYU  Social  Office  has  done  it  to  students  again,  but 
this  time  twice. 

Presumably  to  avoid  another  mob  situation  like  the  one  created 
by  the  method  for  selling  Doobie  Brothers  tickets,  the  social  office 
managed  to  keep  the  sale  of  the  Anne  Murray  concert  tickets  from 
being  announced  in  at  least  one  of  the  regular  campus  publications. 

Since  students  make  up  the 
majority  of  the  audiences  at 


campus  concerts  and  most 
students  spend  a  good  portion 
of  their  day  on  campus,  it  is 
ridiculous  that  an  announce¬ 
ment  about  ticket  sales  for 
Anne  Murray  was  not  made 


through  the  Y’s  media.  Not  only  would  the  social  office  have  its  way, 
but  the  added  publicity  would  help  the  campus  productions.  Cer¬ 
tainly  The  Daily  Universe  would  be  a  viable  place,  or  if  broadcast 
media  were  more  desirable,  announce  it  either  on  the  new  Cable 
Television  8  Newsroom  or  KBYU’s  Weeknight.  All  three  are 
student-produced. 

An  announcement  was  made  Monday  morning  at  6:30  on  radio 
station  K-96  and  the  tickets  went  on  sale  at  8  a.m.  There  was  no 
warning  to  students  to  tune  in  at  such  an  untimely  hour  in  the  ad¬ 
vertisement  in  Friday’s  paper.  This  type  of  game  must  lead  many  to 
speculate  that  favoritism  for  friends  of  the  social  office  was  the 
motive. 

Besides  objections  to  the  method  of  announcing  concert  ticket 
sales,  objections  must  also  be  raised  to  the  use  of  almost  $3,000  to 
send  Linda  Fogg  and  two  social  office  workers  (her  cousin  and  his 
fiancee)  to  an  activities  conference  in  San  Antonio,  Texas,  for  five 
days. 

Not  one  of  the  people  designated  to  go  will  be  working  in  the  social 
office  next  year,  so  the  information  and  supposed  benefits  to  be 
gained  will  leave  with  those  people.  Even  Miss  Fogg  feels  that  com¬ 
paring  notes  is  not  as  effective  as  actual  participation.

Many  people 
wonder  if  it  isn’t  too  late  for 
downtown  Provo  to  reverse  its 
economic  demise.  Others  wonder  if 
there  aren’t  other,  short-term  pro¬ 
jects  that  Provo  would  be  better  ad¬ 
vised  to  work  on  to  improve  the 
quality  of  downtown  life. 

Limburg  contends  Provo  in 
general  has  fared  no  worse  than 
other  areas  during  the  current 
economic  recession.  Yet  he  cites 
figures  that  show  more  than  one- 
third  of  the  new  businesses  which 
opened  in  Provo  in  the  last  18 
months  are  now  closed;  The 
bankruptcy  rate  for  Utah  businesses 
as  a  whole  is  one  of  the  highest  in 
the  nation,  and  Provo  is  running 
higher  than  the  state  average.
